Ileeause or his personality^ bi'islriess 
success, uml bis connection Willi thri 
French and Itouuin, Catholics through 
Ills wife, McOllj was popular in evmy 
section or sooloty, and he entered 
politics ns soon as Ihe Constitutional 
Act or J 7» I gnve parllaiiicnliiry In- 
Rlltulloiin to Ilio country. Alettlli ami 
.1. II, Durodicr represented the West 
Ward of Montreal In the rirst Parlln- 
menl or Uiwer Canada.; In December. 
I7f)2, AHer some years as a. member, 
be was appointed io Ihe Legislative 
Assembly, and In IS02 hccaino " Com- 
missioner lor removing tho old walls 
or Montreal; wh'ch had beon troctcd 
In 1724. 

Jamt>A>MbOi)| was always an notlve 
supporter of the Militia, and In 1812 
wiim made Hon. Cop „f (.b,, Montreal 
Infantry Volunteer Regiment. Later 
in (ho war, bo was promoted Brig- 
iidlor-Oonoral, and although too old 
for active serlvce. ), 0 W ns propared to 
flghl for bis country. 

Modlll was a man "devoted to th.i 
promotion or tolcnrneo and harmony 
ai the only means or foundation of a 
united Canadian nation." By blrt.h and 
Upbringing an ardent Presbyterian he 
supported ihe Church of England eu- 
tjiui Injtt Icsktly during his years n 
Montreal nltliniigh. when the. rir.-u 
church nf the Prenbytorlaii faith was 
built on St. Oahrlel St. he transferred 
ilia allegiance, and helped pay for the 
building. 

He was of i, "rrank and social 
temperament." -while In figure ho was 
tall and commanding, handsome in 
youth, and becoming somewhat cor- 
pulent In his old age. He wns much 
given io reading". But he was not by 
any means above boyish fun, a* Is 
shown by the much uuoted reminis- 
cences of, Mr. Henderson, who tells 
of him in tho Beaver Club "singing a 
voyngeur's folk-sonç with sonorous 
voice, and Imitating, paddle In hand. 
In time with the music, the action of 
the howman of a canoe ascending a 
rapid." 

The town In which McC.in was so 
prominent, was not the city of today. 
Montreal had no: more than 15,000 
inhabitants, and over half of the re- 
sidences were little more than -wood- 
on huts. In ISIS, only nine ships 
sailed up tho river from the ocean, 
itnd these were only 15?? tons. 

At the age of sixty-nine. Jamej 
McGill died, on Dec! 13. 1S13. t 0 be 
mourned by ail who knew him. The 
official record of his death reads "On 
the nineteenth day of December, in 
the year one thousand eight hundred 
and thirteen, the Honourable Jumes 
McOill, , Colonel, Commander of the 
Montreal Militia, died and was bur- 
led »n ihe twenty-first following." 
Mrs. McGill died on April ltith 18*8, 
loss than five years after her hus- 
hand. There were no children of the 
marriage.
